And (me 
thinks) they doe p2epoſterouſly , that beſfow mo2s coſt and 
labours, and moze ground in and bpon a Garden than vpon an 
Oꝛchard, whence they reape and may reape both moze pleaſure 
and moze p2ofit, by infinite degrees. And further, that a Gar- 
den neuer ſo freſh, and faire, and well kept, cannot continge 


without both renewing of the earth, and the herbs often, inthe 


ſhozt and oꝛdinary age of a man: whereas pour Dzchard well 
kept ſhall dure divers hundzed peeres, as ſhall be ſhewed chap- 
ter 14. In a large Oꝛchard there is much labour ſaned, in fen⸗ 
cing,and otherwiſe : foz thꝛee little Dzchards,oz few trees, be- 
ing (in a manner) all ont-ſides, are ſo blaſted and dangered, and 
commonly in keeping neglected,and require a great fence;wher- 
as in great Ozchards, trees are a mutuall defence one to ano⸗ 
ther, and the keeping is regarded, and leſſe fencing ſernes fixe 
acres together, than thzee in ſeuerall incloſures. 

Now what quantity of ground is meeteſt᷑ foz an Dzchard can 
no man pzeſcribe, but that muſt beleft to every mans ſeuerall 
judgement, to be meaſured acco2ding to his ability and will, foz 
other neceſſaries beſides fruit mult be had, and Tome are moze 
delighted with Oꝛchards then others. 

Let no man hauiug a fit plot pleade ponerty in this caſe, foz 
am Ozchard once planted will maintaine it ſelfe, and yield infi- 
nite pꝛoſit beſides. And J am perſwaded, that if men did know 
the right and belt way of planting, dzeſſing, and keeping trers, 
felt the pꝛoſit and pleaſure thereof, both they that haue no Oz⸗ 
chards would haue them, and they that haue Oꝛzchards, would 
haue them larger, pea fruit tries in their hedges, as in Worſter- 
ſhire, it. Alid J thinke,that the want of planting, is a great loſſe 
to our common-wealth, & in particular, to the owners of Loꝛd⸗ 
ſhips, which Landlozds themſelues might eaſily amend, by 
granting longer terme, and better aſſurance to their Tenants,

Lhe furniture and tooles of a Grafter, are a Baſket to lap 
his Grafts in, Clay;Granell, Hays, 03/trong Earth, to dzaw 
auer the plants clonen: Poſſe, Woollen clothes, barkes of 
Willow to ioyne to the late things e earth be foze ſpoken, and 
to keepe them faſt: Dziers to tye againe vpon g barke,to keepe 
them firms and faſt: dummed War, te weile and couer 
Khe ends and tapa of the. grafts newijp cut, that ſo the raine 
andcold may not hurt them, neither pet the ſap rifing from 
belowe, be conffrained to returne againe bnto the ſhootes. A

When you are minded to graft many grafts into one cleft, 
you mult ſee that they be cut in the um all alike.  - 

Dee that the grafts be of one length, oz not much differing; 
and it is inough, that they haue thzee 83 foure eplets without 
the wzench when the plant is once ſawed ,: and topped. of. all 
bis ſmall Siens and ſhootes round about, as alſo implyed of 
all bis bzanches, if it haue many: then pou muſt leaue but two 
at the moſt, befoze pon come to the cleaning of it: then put to 
pour little Saw, oz pour knife, oz other edged toole that is ve- 
ry ſharpe, cleane it quite thozow the miodeſt, in gentle & ſoft 
ſozt: Firft, tying the Stecke verp ſure, thatſa it map not 
cleaus further then is need: and then put to pour Wevges into 
the cleft,vntill ſuch time as pou haue ſet in pour grafts, and in 
cleaning of it, holy the knife with the one hand, and the tres 
with the other,to helpe to keepe it from cleaning tos farre. Af. 
terwards put in pour wedge of Boxe 03 Bzazill, oz bone at 
the ſmall end, that ſo you may thebetter take it gut ogaine, | 
when you bane let in your grafts. 

If the Stocke bs clouen,oz the Barke looſed too un from

the wood: then cleane it downelower, and ſet pour grafts in, 
and looke that their inciſion bee fit, and very tuſtip anſwerable 
to the cleft, and that the two ſaps, firft,of the Plant and graft, 
be right and enen ſet one againſt the other, and ſs handſomely 
fitted, as that there may not be the leaſt appearance of any cut 
oz cleft. Foz if they doe not thus inmpe one with another, they 
will neuer take ons with another, becauſe they cannot wozke 
their ſeeming matter, and as it were cartilaguous glue in con- 
tienient ſoꝛt oʒ manner, to the gluing of their iopnts together, 
Pou mult [tkewile beware, not to make pour cleft ouer- 
thwart the pitch,but ſomewhat aſide. | 

The barke of your Plant beeing thicker then that of pour 
Graft, pon mult ſet the graft ſo much the moze ontwardlp in 
the cleft , that ſo the two ſaps may in any caſe bee iopned, and 
ſet right the one with the other: but the rinde of the Plant 
— ſomewhat moze out, then that of the grafts on the clo- 
uen ſide. ' | 


To the end that pon may not faile of this wozke of imping, 


pou mult pzincipally take heed,not to oner-cleaue the Stockes 
of pour Tris. But befsze you widen the cleft of pour wedges, 
binde, and goe about the Stocke with two oz thzee turnes,and 
that with an Ozier, cloſe dzawn together, vnderneath the ſame 
place, where pou would haue pour clefttoend, that ſo pour 
Socke cleaue not too farre, which is a very vſuall cauſe of the 
miſcarrping ofgrafts,inaſmuch as hereby the cleft ſtandeth ſo 
wide and open, as that it cannot be ſhut, and ſo not grew toge. 
ther againe; but in the meane time ſpendeth it ſelfe, 4 bzeaths 
eth out all his life in that place, which is the cauſe that the 

Stocke and the Graft are both ſpilt. And this falleth out moſt 
often in Plum-trecs,and bꝛanches of trees. You muſt be cares 
full ſo to iopne the rinds of pour Grafts', and Plants, that 
nothing may continue open, to the end that the wind moisture 
of the clay oʒ Raine, xunning bpon the grafted place, ds not get 
in: when the Plant cleaueth very ſtraight, there is not any 
danger noz hardnefſe in loping downe the Graft. at pon leane 


it ſomewhat vneuen, oz rough in ſome places, ſo that the 


. Caps both ofthe one and of the other may the better grow, and 
be glued together, when pour grafts are once well iopned to 
pour Plants,dzaw out your wr very ſoftly, left you —

apply and make faſt thereto,the graft withall his Bark on, and 
anſwering to the barke of the Plant. This being done, co- 
uer the place with the fat earth and molle of the Woods tyed 
together with a irong band: ſticke a pole of Wood by it, to

Grafling like a Scutcheon. 


| N grafting after the manner ofa Scutcheon, pou ſhall not 
varp noꝛ differ much from that of the Flute oz Pipe, ſaue 
onelp that the Scutcheon- like graft, hauing one epelet, as the 
other hath pet the wood of the tree whereupon the Scutcheon- 
like graft is grafted,hath not any knob, oz budde, as the wood 
whereupon the graft is grafted,after the manner ofa pipe. 

In Summer when the trees are well repleniſhed with ſap, 
and that their new Siens begin to grow ſome-what hard, 
pou ſhall take a ſhoot at the end of the chiefe bzanches of ſome 
noble and reclaimed tree, whereof pou would faine haue ſome 
fruit, and not many ok his old ſtoze oz wood, and from thence 
raiſe agood eplet,the taple and all thereof to make pour graft. . 
But when pou chooſe, take the thickeſt, and groſeſt, dinide the 
tayle in the middeſt , befoze pou doe any thing elſe, caſting a⸗ 
way theleafe (if it be not a Peare-plum-tree: foʒ that would 
haue two oz thꝛee leaues) without remoning any moze of the 
ſaid taple : afterward with the point ofa ſharpe knife, cut off 
the Barke ofthe (aid Choote , the patterne of a ſhield , of the 


length of anaple: 


In which there is onelp one evlet higher then the middeft 
together, with the reſidne of the taple which you left behinde: + 
and fo; the lifting vp of the ſaidgraft in Scutcheon, after that 
von haut cut the barke of the hoot roundabout, without — 
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+ ting of the wood within, pou mult take it gently with pour 


thumbe, e in putting it away you muſt pzefſe vpon the wood 


{from which yon pull it, that ſo you may bzing the bud and all 
away together with the Scutcheon: foz if you leaue it behinde 
with the wood, then were the Scutcheon nothing woꝛth. Yon 


hall finde out if the Scutcheon be nothing wozth , if looking 


within when it is pulled away from the wood of the ſame 
ſate, pou finde it to haue a hole within, but moze manifeſtly, if 
the bud doe tap behind in the Wood, which ought ts haue been 
in the Scutcheon. 

Thus your Scutcheon being well raiſed and taken off, hold 
it alittle by the tayle betwixt your lips, without wetting ol it, 
enen vutill pon haue cut the Barke of the tree where von 
would graft it,. and looke that it be cut without any wounding 
of the wood within, after the manner of a crutch , but ſome- 
what longer then the Scutcheon 5 pou haue to ſet in it, and in 
no place cutting the wood within; after yon hane made inct. 
ſion, yon muſt open it, and make it gape wide on both ſives, 
but in all manner of gentle handling, and that with little Si- 
zers of bone , and ſeparating the wood aud the barke a little 
within, euen ſo much as pour Dcutcheon is in length and 
bzeadth : you muſt take heed that indoing hereof, pon doe not 
hurt the Barke. , 

This done, take pour Dcutcheon by the end, and pour tails 
which pou baue left remaining, and put into your incifion 
made in pour tree, lifting vp ſoftly pour two ſides of the inciſt- 
on with pour ſaid Sizers of bone, and cauſe the ſaid Scutche- 
on ta {opne,and ye as cloſe as may be, with the wood of the 
tree, being cut, as afozeſaid,in waping a littls vpon the end of 
pour rinde: ſo cut and let the vpper part of pour Scntcheon lye 
cloſe vnto the vpper end of pour inciſion, oz barke of your 
ſaid tree: afterward binde pour ®cutcheon about with a band 
af Pempe, as thicke as a pen of a guill,moze oz leſſe, accoz- 
ding as pour tree is (mall oz great, taking the ſame Pempe 
in the middeft,to the end that either part of it may perfozme a

the two ends meet, and from hence returning backe againe , 
tome about and tie it likewiſe vaderneath the eplets: and thug 
taſt about your band ſtill backward and fozwacd , vutill the 
whole cleft of the inciſion bee conercd abone and below with 
the ſaid Pempe, the eylet onely excepted, and his taile which 
muſt not be conered at all; his taple will fall away one part 


after another, and that ſhoztlp after the ingrafting , if ſo bee 


that the cutcheon will take. Leave your trees and @cutche- 
ons thus bound, foz the ſpace of one moneth, and the thicker, 
a great deale longer time. Afterward iooke them oner; and if 
pou perccine the to grow together,vntie them, oz at the lcaſt- 
wiſecut the Bempe behinde them, and leaue them bnconered. 
Cut alſo pour bzanch two oz thzee fingers abone that, ſo the 
impe map p2oſper the better: and thus let them remaine till 
after Winter, about the moneth of Parch, and Apzill. 

If pou perteiue that your bud of pour Scutcheon do ſwell 
and come fo2 ward: then cut off the tree thzee fingers oz there- 
abouts, aboue the Scutcheon: foz if it bee cut off tco-neers- 
the Scutcheon, at ſuch time as it putteth fozth his firſt bloſ. 
ſome, it woulv be a means greatip to hinder the flowzing of it, 
and cauſe alſo that it ſhonld not thzine and pꝛoſper ſo well al⸗ 
tet that one peere is paſt, and that the ſhoote beginneth to bee 
frong : beginning to put fozth the ſecond bud and bloſtome, 
you muſt goe foʒ ward to cut off in byag-wile the thzce fingers 
in the top of the tree, which pou left there, when you cut it in 
the peere going befoze,as hath been ſatd. 

When pour ſhoote ſhall haue put foozth a great deale of 
length, von muſt ſticke downe there, even hard iopned 
thereunto, little Rakes, tying them together very gently and 
eaſily ; and theſe ſhall ay your ſhootes and p2op them vp, let.

It is oꝛ- 
dinarie to graffe the ſweet Quinte tree, baſtard Peach tree , 
Apzicocktree, Jutube free, ſowꝛe Cherry tree, ſweet cherry 
tree, 4 Cheſtnut tree, after this faſhion, howbeit they might 
be grafted in the cleft moze eaſily, 4 moze pzofitably; although 
dincrs be of contrary opinion, as thus beſt : Take the nrafts 
of ſweet Quinte tree, and baſfard Peach tree, of the faireſt 
wosd, and beſt fed that you can finde, growing vpon the wood 
of wo peeres old, becauſe the wood is not ſo firme no ſolid 
- as the others: and pon ſhall graffe them bpon ſmall Plum tree 
ſtockes, being of the thickneſle of ones thumbe ; theſe pon ſhall 
cut afterthe faſhivnof a Goates foot: you ſhall not gee about 
to nidke the rleft of any mage ſides then one, being about a 
foote high from the ground; pou muſt open it with pour ſmall 
wedge : and being thus grafted, it will ſeeme to pou that it 
is open but of one ide; afterward pou ſhall wzapit vp with a 
little Poſſe, putting thereto ſome gummed War, oz clay, and 
binde it vp with Dziers to keepe it ſurer, becauſe the ſtocke 
is not ſtrong inougy it ſelfe to hold it, and pon ſhall furniſh 
it euerp manner of wap as others are dealt withall: this is 
moſt pofifable.
